CONSIDER THE CANNIBAL 
“Most of the cannibals are extremely well mannered and, 
I believe, they eat human flesh more because they like it than 
as a rite.” said Beatrice Grimshaw, upon her return from New 
Guinea, where she lived some fifteen years, penetrating parts 
never before visited by white people and studied the habits, 
customs and recipes of the cannibals. She tells how the victims 
are prepared for food while life and consciousness remain in 
order that the flesh shall be more palatable. 
The same thing might be said of many persons who buy 
liquor from ‘bootleggers. They seek to make it clear they do 
not really like corn whiskey or other “rot-gut” which they 
buy, and they would not engage in such a despicable trade if 
it was not for the necessity of maintaining their individual 
rights which they insist have been infringed by the prohibi­ 
tion law. But truth to tell, it might be said of them as Miss 
Grimshaw says of the cannibals, they do this thing ‘ more 
because they like it than as a rite.” 
Miss Grimshaw writes interestingly of the great care 
used bythe cannibals in the preparation of human food. She 
notes one method of removing the eyes and then roasting the 
body alive in a traditional cauldon. It is not quite clear what 
effect removal of the eyes has on the quality of the flesh when 
cooked, so perhaps that is merely a rite. Then, too, she says 
the women of the tribes are slain on the slightest provocation. 
There is doubtless good reason for this, the women being

Popcorn is always in season, but 
more especially is it a jolly* com­ 
panion on cold winter nights when 
everyone is hovering about a nice 
fire. It is easily raised and the sur­ 
prising thing is that more attention 
is not given to it. I tried it myself 
two years ago and got a good yield. 
With a little advertising this crop 
can be disposed of to good advan­ 
tage. Even at wholesale prices it 
will do very well. 


Stock beets are strongly recom­ 
mended for feed. They have been 
used in Europe for centuries and 
in this country they are used ex­ 
tensively in some places. They may 
be planted any time until June. A 
deep mellow soil is' best for them 
and it is well to soak the seed an 
horn: or two before planting. It is 
also very well to fertilize the beets 
with 
stable 
manure. 
These beets 
grow to enormous size and an acre 
will furnish a great deal of feed 
for hogs and cattle.

Tile Old Beet Family. 
The (word beet is applied to this 
useful class of veggtables from the 
Greek “ Beta," second letter of the 
Greek alphabet and the botanical 
name of the beet. The term was ap­ 
plied because the ancients saw in 
the seed pod of the beet a resemb­ 
lance of the Greek letter beta. 
It is one of the few vegetables 
knQwn to have originated in ancient 
Egypft and the term. Egyptian still 
clings to one of the- best varieties, 
although it would be hard to trace 
a distinct Egyptian connection at 
the present time. 
There are double usage 
beets, 
some whose roots are large and edi­ 
ble, the commoner varieties, and 
those which grow' solely to leaves 
and are planted only for greens, al­ 
though the leaves of the root va­ 
rieties are valuable for the same 
purpose. There is also a strain some­ 
times seen which Is grown for the 
beauty of its foliage as an orna­ 
mental plant. These, however, have 
largely disappeared from gardens. 
The Swiss chard or spinach beet 
is the most valuably of the family 
for greens. It is spread into gar­ 
dens with remarkable speed in the 
last few years although it is a plant 
of very ancient lineage and is not 
Swiss at all. There Is no accounting 
for 
the 
nationality 
attributed 
to 
plants. The chard has been known 
for 4,000 years coming originally, 
so far as can be determined, from 
I the Canary islands, the shores of 
the 
Mediterranean -sea 
and 
from 
the temperate regions of 
western 
Asia. 
It is the best plant for a small 
garden 
to 
provide 
greens, 
better 
even than spinach because of its 
longer season and because it will 
grow and furnish abundant crops in 
hot weather when spinach will run 
up to seed. While the best roots do 
not thrive as well in heavy soils 
as in lighter and well-drained situa­ 
tions, the chard isn’t particular. It I 
will always give 
great, 
crinkled, | 
pale-green leaves to go into the J 
boiling pot. 
It should be sown thinly as the 
plants need plenty of room to de­ 
velop. There are two ways of grow­ 
ing it— one which contemplates the 
pulling of the whole plant when it 
is to be used for the table and the 
other the cutting of the leaves, al­ 
lowing the root to remain undisturb­ 
ed to produce a further crop which 
it will do very speedily. If the entire 
plant is to be 
pulled* 
succession 
planting is necessary, say about two 
weeks apart. 
For the sm all. garden, it is best 
to cut the leaves and thus economize 
space. 
It is generally asserted in seed 
catalogues that the fleshy midriff 
of the leaves and the stem may be 
cooked as asparagus. However, it is 
an 
insipid 
dish 
and < bears 
little 
relation to asparagus as a vegetable 
except in appearance. The tender 
portions of the leaf are the really 
valuable food crop. 
The beet is said to be especially 
valuable as an article of diet be­ 
cause it contains a larger portion 
of iron than other vegetables.
